Cranberry Bavarian Cream.—Stew a 


quart of berries; while hot press them 
through a sieve; to a half pint of pulp 
add a half cupful of sugar. Soak a 
quarter of a boi of gelatin in a quar- 
ter of n cupful of water, then dissolve 
over hot water and add to the cran- 
berries. Turn into a bowl and beat 
nntil cold and beginning to thicken, 
then add half a cupful of rich milk 
and beat again; at tha last add a cup- 
ful of whipped cream. Beat well and 
moid. 


Cranberry Conierve—Wash three 


quarts of berries and put to cook with 
barely water to cover, cook nntil ten 
der, press through a sieve and add to 
this pulp six pounds of -warm sugar, 
two pounds of seeded raisins, and f«n 
large oranges; the oranges should be 
finely minced discarding the seeds. 
Cook until thick, then turn into glass 
jars. 
To insure the skins of the 


orange being throughly cooked It is 
better to cook them separately for an 
hoar or two in clear water. 


Scalloped Cranberries.—Moisten two 


cupfuls of soft white bread crumbs 
•with half a cupful of melted bntter. 
Butter a pudding dish, sprinkle with 
a layer of buttered crumbs, add a lay- 
er of stewed and sweetened cranber- 
ries, twelve large raisins, a little 
grated lemon rind and sugar; continue 
with another layer until all 
the 


crumbs are nsed. Cover and bake for 
half an honr In a moderate oven. 
Serve hot -with hard sauce.
